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DETAILED ACTION 
TWO SPECIE ELECTIONS ARE REQUIRED AS SET FORTH BELOW: 
FIRST SPECIE ELECTION REQUIREMENT: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Specie A: Invention embodiments wherein first and second reference voltage 
signals are specifically a capability to be generated and received by a differential 
amplifier or wherein an output signal representing the difference is generated 

Specie B: Invention embodiments wherein first and second reference voltage 
signals are "not" specifically a capability to be generated and received by a differential 
amplifier or wherein an output signal representing the difference is generated 

The identification of an unknown DNA sample via detection practice may take on 
many forms and practices in the art commonly without specific reference signal 
comparison as set forth in specie A above. Thus, the search burden is undue wherein 
a search would include both generic non-difference signal voltage practice vs. the 
plethora of detection practices in the art without such a comparison required thus 
documenting the distinctness of the above species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Cun-ently. claims 1 , 2, 5, and 6 are generic to the above 
species A and B. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

Specie C: Claim embodiments wherein the known DMA sample has a highly 
negative charged molecule attached thereto 
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Specie D: Claim embodiments wherein the known DNA sample is not required to 
have a highly negative charged molecule attached thereto. 

The above species are distinct and represent a separate and undue search 
burden because the electrical detection of molecules is generally significantly influenced 
by whether the bare molecules are being detected or an attached moiety that forms an 
electrical character which is then detected. Such labeled molecules are generally 
separately analyzed and published in the literature due to different detection 
parameters, sensitivity, and selectivity that is associated therewith. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-17, 1922, and 24 are 
generic to the above species C and D. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or othenA/ise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.
